NOTICE 


Attention is called to Chapter 92, Vol. 3, Section 36 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, which provides that every taxpayer 
shall bring in a true list of polls and taxable property on 
April 1, 1960. A taxpayer who fails to do this is barred from 
making application for a reduction of his assessment or an 
abatement of his taxes for this year. 


The following extracts from current statutes are of interest 
and importance to all property owners in the Town: 


SEC 68-A It shall be unlawful for any person to kindle a 
fire for purpose of clearing land or burning logs, stumps, 
roots, brush, slash, field or dry grass, pasture and blueberry 
lands, except when the ground is covered with snow, without 
obtaining a written permit. Requests for permits to burn 
under provisions of this section may be obtained from town 
fire wardens outside of the limits of the Maine Forestry 
District. | 


SEC 8&3 and 86: Slash and brush which result from cutting 
forest growth must be disposed of, when within 50 ft. of any 
public highway; when within 25 ft. of the nearest edge of a 
right of way of railroads, electric power, telegraph, tele- 
phone, and pipe lines; and when within 100 ft. from dwell- 
ings is so requested by the respective owners. 


CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shall purchase, transport, or 
-use explosives without first obtaining a written permit from 
the Town Fire Inspector. No person will be issued a permit 
under the provisions of this chapter who cannot comply with 
all pertinent sections thereof. No person will be issued a 
permit under this chapter who is under 21 years of age. Per- 
mits will be denied those persons who are not citizens of the 
United States.

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FIRE SERVICES REPORT 


For the information and guidance of all prop- 
erty owners and/or voters in the Town of Ded- 
ham, the following is made a part of the Annual 
Report. 


The Town of Dedham has on hand at this 
time the following fire equipment, all contained 
in a *2 ton trailer designated as Town of Dedham 
Fire Unit +1; 1 Pacific Portable Fire Pumper 
complete with accessories, 3 Indian back pumps, 
3 fire shovels, 3 fire rakes, 3 Pulaskis (forest fire 
axes), 1400 ft. of 1% in. linen forestry hose, 1000 
ft. of 1 in. linen forestry hose, 3 nozzles, 3 canvas 
Knapsacks for transporting fire hose into areas 
beyond the reach of vehicles, 1 Crosscut saw, 1 
Pick headed fire axe, 1 300 gallon collapsible 
water tank which can be used to convert any 
pick up truck and some types of station wagons 
into a temporary tank truck. This equipment is 
under the direct supervision of the Town Forest 
Fire Warden and the deputy wardens. It cannot 
be loaned to individuals for private use. While 
the equipment is primarily designed for grass, 
brush and forest fires, it can and will be used 
for other types of fires when, at the discretion of 
the Forest Fire Warden it would be advantag- 
eous to do so. 


The Town of Dedham, including the Lucerne- 
in-Maine Village Corporation has enjoyed a rel- 
atively excellent fire season this past year. Total 
fire losses from all causes amounted to $2,400.00. 
This is a substantial reduction over past years, 
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and can be attributed in a large measure to con- 
scientious adherence to the rules and regulations 
which are enforced for your protection. This coop- 
eration 1s deeply appreciated by the undersigned. 


Elsewhere in the Annual Report will be 
found extracts from current statutes which 
should be of interest and importance to ali prop- 
erty owners in the Town. A brief comment is 
necessary concerning the section on explosives. 
In spite of numerous warnings, property owners, 
violate the statutes by using or permitting to be 
used, explosives on their property without the 
prescribed permits from the Town Fire Inspect- 
or. It is not a valid excuse that someone purport- 
ing to be a contractor or construction specialist 
1s employed to use the explosive. Frequently con- 
struction firms hold a blanket explosives use per- 
mit. However these permits are granted for 
specific purposes and usually do not cover em- 
ployment by private individuals on a domestic 
job. Continued violations will result in prosecut- 
ion of offenders. 


In December of 1958, the eves of the World’s 
parents were forcused in great concern on Chica- 
go, Illinois and Our Lady of Lourdes School 
where 92 children and 3 nuns had just lost their 
lives in a needlessly tragic school fire. While it 
is probably of little consolation to the grieving 
relatives, nevertheless, fire inspectors around the 
world swarmed over school buildings like flies to 
determine whether conditions existed within 
their schools which might cause a duplication of 
the Chicago tragedy. The Dedham Elementary 
School was throughly inspected on 21 January 
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1959 and a full report in writing was made to the 
Superintending School Committee containing the 
findings and Inspector’s recommendations. Parts 
of this report are included for your information. 


The one story type construction of our school 
with its multiple exits is generally in accord: 
ance with accepted fire safety codes. 


While the construction material is practically 
all of a combustible nature, the life hazard is 
ereatly reduced by the multiple exits. 


All exits from the building are panic bar 
equipped except the rear single door near 
the boiler room. I do not consider this a, haz- 
ard. All other exits are of the double door 
type and open outward thus complying with 
accepted building exits codes. 


Presently, two classrooms have. more than 
one exit from the reom itself. This 1s:'a prop- 
er procedure. However, the itmtermediate 
room or ‘‘Mrs. Magoon’s room’’ so called, 
should have a second, single door exit leading 


from the classroom, through the movable 


partition into the so called auditorium at a 
point near the present double door exit on 
the south side of.the-so called auditorium. 


Since transoms serve no useful purpose but 
do contribute heavily to the rate of deaths by 
fire in public buildings and private homes as 
well, it is recommended that all glass be re- 
moved from all transoms in the buildings and 
replaced with a class A type of fire resistive 
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filler similiar to ‘‘hardboard’’ and the tran- 
soms then to be permanently closed. 


The door leading to the boiler room from the 
small kitchen area corridor is wholely made- 
quate and does not meet fire insurance stand- 
ards or appropriate building code require- 
ments. The State Fire Inspector has listed 
this as a deficiency on at least two separate 
occasions. It is recommended that this door 
be replaced with a self closing, metal sheath- 
ed fire resistive door with a positive operat 
ing self closing device. In the meantime the 
present door must be kept closed at all times 
and all seasons of the year. 


Since all of the ceilings are of a highly com- 
bustible material and since fire and heat tend 
to continually seek the highest points from 
which to spread and mushroom, it is recom- 
mended that all ceilings be painted with an 
Underwriters approved fire resistive paint. 


The present fire alarm and warning system 
is also the general school bell. Since this is 
definitely an incorrect procedure, it is re- 
commended that a new separate fire alarm 
warning signal be installed with readily 
identifiable operating stations in each class- 
room, kitchen and stage area. 


The present fire extinguisher complement is 
not considered to be adequate for the sex and 
age groups of the individuals hkely to be us- 
ing them. It is reeommended that a new tvpe 
‘air activated’’ drv chemical extinguisher be 
installed in the small kitchen corridor to the 
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left of the boiler room door. That an ‘air 
pressure operated’? plain water type extin- 
guisher be installed in each classroom and 
stage area. All extinguishers should be in- 
stalled in such manner that the tops will not 
be over five feet above floor level. 


Present trash disposal methods present an 
extreme fire hazard. Recommendations are 
that an adequate masonry and steel inciner- 
ator be constructed with screened flues at a 
safe distance from existing buildings and 
those likely to be constructed at any time im 
the future. 


The frequency of trash disposal is imade- 
quate, thus the accumulation increases the 
hazards. I recommend that it be disposed of 
each day during the school vear and that 
trash resulting from community use of the 
school plant on other than school days be dis" 
posed of immediately after the termination 
of said function. Permitting trash to aeccumu- 
late in the containers on the back porch 1s not 
considered to be ‘‘disposal’’ and is not per- 
missable. 


State statutes prohibit parking vehicles clos- 
er than five feet to any public building. It 
further requires that vehicles be parked fac- 
ing the building. | recommend appropriately 
lettered signs be affixed to the building to 
the right and left of the main entrance call- 
ing the public’s attention to this satety fact- 
or. 


14 None of the exits in the school plant are 
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marked as required by state statutes. It is 
recommended that all exits be appropriately 
identified by signs stating EXIT in letters 
not less than 8”’ in height. 


15 School fire drills are not being held with the 
frequency that I believe adequate to acquaint 
students with proper procedure. It 1s recom- 
mended that fire exit drills be held at least 
once every twenty school days, certainly not 
less often than once every calendar month 
during the school year. These exit drills must 
be held regardless of seasons of the year. 
School fires do not occur 10 minutes before 
dismissal bell on a sunny June afternoon. 
They are most apt to oceur, as did the Chica- 
eo School Fire, in below freezing winter 
weather. Exit drills must be varied. Routine 
departure from the classrooms through the 
same doors time after time must never be 
permitted. Fires are certainly not respecters 
of routine. 


16 It is recommended that a new double head 
emergency light be installed in the corridor 
over the kitchen door and so focused as to 
hght the main exit and the north exit. 


17 It is further recommended that the movable 
coat rack presently in the main corridor be 
returned to the auditorium. It is presently 
in violation of State Statutes regarding 
materials in corridors of public buildings and 
school houses. 


Article IJ, Annual Warrant, Town of Ded- 
ham for 1959 asked the voters to authorize the 
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Board of Selectmen to take such action as neces- 
sary to organize a fire department. The voters 
authorized such action. During the past year a 
series of meetings were held by the Selectmen and 
Town Fire Ward to draft ordinances and rules 
and regulations for such a fire department. Since 
no further action can be taken until the recom- 
mended ordinance is approved the undersigned 
urgently recommends that the voters accept it as 
published elsewhere in this report. 


In closing this report, I feel it is necessary to 
remind all persons to call the Fire Department 
promptly when emergencies arise. This past year 
two lives were lost by drowning. In both cases no 
emergency services were notified until long after 
the tragedies had occured. Even prompt notificat- 
ion would not have been completely effective in 
one case, but in the other instance I feel that an 
immediate request to the Fire Department for 
resuscitator service might have avoided the sec- 
ond tragedy. The moral is this, call the fire de- 
partment immediately, let us worry about wheth- 
er it was necessary or not. |

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COMMENTS 
Town of Dedham 
February 16, 1958 to February 15, 1959 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Dedham 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 15, 
1959. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
other municipal officials. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpend- 
ed departmental balances lapsed amounted to $2,658.47, per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Operations:

Overdrafts 1,796.78 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,658.47

Revenue from excise taxes and the overlay less an over- 
draft in the snow removal account were the major factors 
contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS — The general fund cash balance of $13,123.94 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by the Merchants 
Naticnal Bank, Bangor, Maine. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $3,910.56 consisted principally 
of current year amounts of $3,608.13. The balance of $302.43 
represented prior years’ accounts dating from 1952. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property totaled $1,143.28 and 
$2,234.26 respectively. 


LIABILITIES — Accounts payable amounted to $2,538.76 
at the end of the fiscal year. This amount represented unpaid 
participation due the Lucerne-In-Maine Village Corporation. 


RESERVES — The participation reserve, representing 
taxes due the Lucerne-In-Maine Village Corporation at 
February 15, 1959, amounted to $2,004.00. The reserve was 
computed on the basis of 45% of the following uncollected 
tax, tax lien and tax acquired property balances:

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The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended 
balance of $5,874.14 carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary prac- 
tice. 


SURPLUS — The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$8,989.24, an increase of $4,253.31 for the year. This was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended departmental 
balances lapsed, the transfer of the school bus reserve and 
by an appropriation to reduce accounts payable. The re- 
appropriation of certain 1957/58 unexpended lapsed balances 
also was a contributing factor. 


DEBT FUND — The debt fund reflects the outstanding 
school construction serial bonds of $4,000.00 which mature 
$2,000.00 annually with interest at 2 3/42. 


The debt fund also reflects the outstanding serial notes of 
$8,000.00 issued in 1956 to finance the town’s obligation to 
the Dedham Community Club for its contribution of 
$10,000.00 previously accepted by the town to complete and 
equip a new school. The notes are payable $1,000.00 an- 
nually on June 15, 1959 through 1966 inclusive and bear 
interest at 442%. 


TRUST FUNDS — The trust fund principals totaled 
$1,549.69 at the year end and unexpended income amounted 
to $50.91. With the exception of the ministerial and school 
fund of $1,149.69 due from the general fund, the funds are 
on deposit in savings banks. 


DEPARTMENTAL. ACCOUNTS — The departmental 
operating accounts showed an increase of $6,173.19 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
Larger appropriations for general government, education and 
special assessment accounts were the principal factors con- 
tributing’ to the increase. 
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The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased $2,120.14, as compared with the balances at 
the start of the year. The change occurred pHEsipaY in the 
education account. 


GENERAL — The voters at the annual town meeting 
authorized the transfer to surplus of the school bus reserve 
balance and the reappropriation to certain prior year lapsed 
balances. 


It was noted in the examination of tax, excise tax and tax 
lien accounts that payment to the Lucerne-In-Maine Village 
Corporation for its participation was not paid in full at the 
close of the current year. It is suggested that the town com- 
‘ plete its obligations to the corporation annually. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depository or by direct bank 
confirmation. External verifications were utilized on a test 
basis to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Education account balances were 
reconciled with a report of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Surety bond coverage was reviewed. Trust fund transactions 
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were examined and savings accounts were verified. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying statements and supporting information pre- 
sent fairly the financial position of the town at February 15, 
1959, and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

I hereby submit my fourth annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools:

The program is continuing well under Mrs. Magoon and 
Mrs. Gray, and we are fortunate to have their services 
again. In the upper grades we were able to commence the 
year with Mr. Hudson, who did get everything off to a good 
start before he left us at Christmas. We were able to replace 
him with Mr. Dunne, who is doing everything he can to 
continue a worthwhile program and make up for lost ground 
as well. 


Many minor but much needed repairs were completed this 
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past year. The major part of the recommended repair ap- 
propriation is to allow for a new water pump. 


It was the intention of the Committee a year ago to con- 
sider purchasing a new bus this coming summer. You ap- 
propriated $2,500 last year for this purpose, and it was 
estimated another $2,500 this year would be enough. How- 
ever, we strongly feel the best method of doing this would 
be to purchase the old bus for the balance due the Com- 
munity Club, and then trade it in for a new one. Bus prices 
having gone up somewhat, we recommend this year an 
amount of $3,500 for the bus. It should be pointed out that 
this is a fund specifically raised and carries forward from 
year to year, and any balance not expended would be 
carried in that account. 


While your present bus is only four years old, the aver- 
age life of a school bus is about ten years. I would also sug- 
gest that you plan to replace it in 1966. For this reason, it 
might be wiser budgeting to appropriate about $800 or 
$900 annually for this purpose, rather than be faced with 
a large appropriation when it becomes necessary to trade.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR DEDHAM 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


January 1 through December 31, 1959 


The progress of the Public Health Service this past year 
has been most gratifying and was made possible only by the 
continued interest and support of the people of Dedham. 


During the past year your public health nurse has made 
visits to homes to encourage families to seek medical care 
and to advise mothers in the development of the infant and 
preschool child. 


Visits have been made to the school to confer with teach- 
ers in regard to the health of children. Physical examinations 
were given to children in the fourth and seventh grades. 
Sodium Fluoride treatment, for the prevention of tooth decay, 
was given in the spring. It is hoped that sometime in the 
near future arrangements can be made to hold a clinic for 
fourth “polio” inoculations. 


In the spring two Child Health Conferences were held. 
Physical examinations were given and immunizations were 
available at that time. 


Your public health nurse wishes to thank the Health 
Council and those who have cooperated in promoting the 
health program in Dedham this past year.

In the name of the State of Maine, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabit- 
ants of the Town of Dedham, qualified by law to 
vote in town affairs, to assemble at the School 
Building in said town on Saturday the 12th day 
of March, A.D. 1960 at 10 o’clock in the forenoon 
to act on the following articles, to wit:

Be it ordained by the citizens of the Town 
of Dedham, Maine that a department to be 
hereafter known as the Dedham Fire Depart- 
ment, the object of which shall be the pre- 
vention of fire and the protection of life and 
property within the limits of the Town of 
Dedham, Maine and such adjacent areas as 
emergency situations may require, is hereby 
created as follows: 


OFFICERS 


1. The Department shall consist of a Chief, 
one Deputy Chief and other officers as the 
Chief and Board of Selectmen may deem 
necessary for the effective operation of the 
Department. 


2. The Chief shall be appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen for an indefinite period of time, 
and his tenue of office shall depend upon his 
good conduct and efficiency. The Chief shall 
be technically qualified by training and ex- 
perience and shall have ability to command 
men and hold their respect and confidence. 
He shall be removed only for just cause and 
after a public hearing before the Board of 
Selectmen. 


3. The Chief shall be held accountable to the 
Board of Selectmen only, and shall make 
written and verbal reports thereto as the 
Board of Selectmen may require. All other 
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Department and Company officers shall be 
accountable to the Chief only. 


4. The Deputy Chief and all other Depart- 
ment and Company officers shall be appoint- 
ed by the Chief. Such officers shall be ac- 
countable only to the Chief, and subject to 
removal by him. Any Department officer so 
removed may, if he desires, appeal directly 
in writing to the Board of Selectmen and 
their decision shall be final. 


DUTIES OF THE CHIEF 


1. The Chief shall formulate a set of rules 
and regulations to govern the Department, 
and shall be responsible to the Board of 
Selectmen for the personnel, morale and gen- 
eral efficiency of the Department. 


2. The Chief shall determine the number and 
kind of companies of which the Department 
is to be composed and shall determine the 
response of such companies to alarms. 


3. The Chief shall at least once a month con- 
duct suitable drills or instruction in the op- 
eration and handling of equipment, first aid 
rescue work, salvage, a study of the buildings 
in the Town of Dedham, fire prevention, wat- 
er supplies, and all other matters generaliy 
considered essential to good firemanship and 
safety of life and property from fire. 


4. The Chief is hereby required to assist the 
proper authorities in suppressing the crime 
of arson by investigating or causing to be 
investigated the cause, origin, and circum- 
stances of all fires. 
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d. The Chief is hereby empowered to enter 
any and all buildings and premises at any 
reasonable hour for the purpose of making 
inspections and to serve written notice upon 
the owner or occupant to abate, within a 
reasonable time, such time to be specified in 
the notice, any and all fire hazards that may 
be found. 


6. Any person served with a notice to abate 
any fire hazard or hazards, shall comply 
therewith and promptly notify the Chief. 


7. The Chief shall see that complete records 
are kept of all fires, inspections, apparatus 
and minor equipment, personnel and other in- 
formation about the work of the Department. 


8. The Chief shail report: monthly to the 
Board of Selectmen the condition of the ap- 
paratus and equipment; the number of fires 
during the month, their location and cause, 
and the date of same and loss occasioned 
thereby; the number and purpose of all other 
runs made; and the number of members re- 
sponding to each fire or other run, and any 
changes in membership. 


9. The Chief shall make a complete annual 
report to the Board of Selectmen within one 
month after the close of the municipal year, 
such report to include the information speci- 
fied in Article 7, together with comparative 
data for previous years and recommendat- 
ions for improving the effectiveness of the 
Department. 
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MEMBERSHIP 


1. The membership of the Department shall 
consist of such persons as may be appointed 
by the Chief and shall be able bodied male 
citizens residing within the Town of Dedham, 
preferably property owners within the Con- 
fines of the Town of Dedham, and who have 
telephones in their homes. Determination of 
whether candidates for appointment are able- 
bodied shall be made by the Chief. 


2. Any member of the Department may be 
suspended or discharged from the Depart 
ment by the Chief at any time he may deem 
such action necessary for the good of the 
Department. On written request of such mem- 
ber to the Board of Selectmen he shall be 
given a public hearing on the charges 
brought by the Chief. 


EQUIPMENT 


1. The Department shall be equipped with 
such apparatus and other equipment as may 
be required from time to time to maintain 
its efficiency and properly protect life and 
property from fire. 


2. Recommendations of apparatus and equip- 
ment needed shall be made by the Chief, and 
after approval by the Board of Selectmen 
shall be purchased in such manner as may 
be designated by the Board of Selectmen. 


3. All equipment of the Department shall be 
safely and conveniently housed in such 
places as may be designated by the Board of 
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Selectmen upon recommendation of the 
Chief. Such places shall be heated during the 
winter months. 


4. Suitable arrangement or equipment shall 
be provided for the citizens to turn in an 
alarm, and for notifying all members of the 
Department so that they may promptly re- 
spond. 


). No person shall use any fire apparatus or 
equipment for any private purpose, nor shall 
any person wilfully and without proper au- 
thority take away or conceal any article used 
in any way by the Department. 


6. No person shall enter any place where fire 
apparatus 1s housed or handle any apparatus 
or equipment belonging to the Department 
unless accompanied by or having the special 
permission of, an officer or authorized mem- 
ber of the Department. 


7. The Town of Dedham is hereby authorized 
to enter into agreements with nearby incorp- 
orated communities or governing bodies of 
other organizations to provide the members 
of such communities or organizations with 
fire protection or to establish a mutual aid 
System. 


8. No apparatus shall be hired out or permit- 
ted to leave the Town of Dedham except in 
response to a call for aid at a fire in a neigh- 
boring community without the consent of the 
officer in charge of the Department. The of- 
ficer in charge of the Department shall have 
power to assign equipment for response to 
calls for outside aid in accordance with Art- 
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icle 7, and in other cases only when the ab- 
sence of such equipment will not jeopardize 
protection in this Town of Dedham. 


GENERAL 


1. Hach member of the Department shall be 
issued a badge designating his rank. 


2. All motor equipment and all personal cars 
of Department members shall have right-of- 
way over all other traffic when responding 
to an alarm. 


3. Hach member of the Department driving 
a car Shall be issued a suitable insignia to be 
attached to the ear. 


4. No person shall drive any vehicle over fire 
hose except upon specific orders from the 
Chief or other officer in charge where the 
hose is used. 


0. No person shall park any vehicle or other- 
wise cause any obstruction to be placed with- 
in two hundred (200) feet of the entrance to 
any fire station or other place where fire 
apparatus is stored, or within ten (10) feet 
of any hydrant, cistern, or water hole desig- 
nated for fire protection. 


6. No unauthorized person with any vehicle 
shall follow within five hundred (500) feet 
of any apparatus belonging to the Depart- 
ment, nor park any vehicle within three 
hundred (300) feet of a fire. 


7. No person shall maliciously turn in or 
eause to be turned in a false alarm. 
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ENFORCEMENT 


1. Any person violating the provisions of 
Section II, (Duties of the Chief) Article 6; 
Section IV, (Equipment) Articles 5 and 6; 
and Section V, (General) Articles 2,4,5,6 and 
7 shall, upon conviction in a Municipal Court 
of Hancock County, or before a Justice of the 
Peace, pay a fine of not less than ten (10) 
dollars or more than one hundred (100) dol- 
lars for each offense except that in the case 
of Section V, (General) Articles 4 and 6, the 
person shall, upon conviction thereof pay a 
fine of not less than ten (10) dollars nor more 
than one hundred (100) dollars, or be im 
prisoned for net more than ninetv (90) days 
or by both. 


2. All regularly appointed members of the 
Department are hereby given the necessary 
special police powers for the purpose of en- 
forcing the provisions of this ordinance. 


3. It is hereby made the special duty of the 
Chief of Police and/or other peace officers 
who mav be on duty and available for fire 
duty, to respond to all fire alarms and assist 
the Department in the protection of life and 
property, regulating traffic; maintaining or- 
der, and in enforcing observance of all sect- 
ions of this ordinance. 


4, All ordinances and parts of ordinances in- 
consistent herewith are hereby repealed. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a budget committee to 
work with the Selectmen on budget recom- 
mendations for 1961-62. 
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To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to relinquishing title, claim or interest 
it may have, if any, to the Central Cemetery, 
Eastern Cemetery, Union Cemetery and deed- 
ing same by quit-claim deed to the Dedham 
Cemetery association. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, at their discretion as to price and 
terms, to sell and convey by quit-claim deed 
any real estate acquired by the Town for non- 
pavment of taxes, after calling for sealed 
bids on same. 


To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the care 
and maintenance of cemeteries. 


To see if the Town will fix a date when taxes 
wil be due and payable and to see if the 
Town will fix a rate of interest to be charged 
on taxes unpaid on and after that date. 


a. ‘Taxes shall be due and payable on Septem- 
ber 1, 1960 or, if not committed before that 
date, taxes shall be due and payable on the 
date commitment. 


b. Interest shall be charged at 6% on taxes 
unpaid on or after December 1, 1960, interest 
to be retroactive to October 1, 1960. 


c. Collector to be instructed to use judgment 
and discretion, up to a limit of 50¢, whenever 
circumstances will cost the town more to en- 
foree the interest than to collect it. 
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To see if the Town will fix the same date and 
vote the same interest provisions on the 
Lucerne-in-Maine Special Taxes as for the 
Lucerne Town and the Town of Dedham 
taxes as voted under Article 34. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Assessors to determine the amount and 
assess the same, made necessary to comply 
with the provisions of Chapter 43 of the 
Special Laws of Maine for 1927, as amended 
by Chapter 57 of Special Laws of Maine for 
1947, relating to the participation of Lucerne- 
in-Maine Village Corporation in the Town 
Taxes. 


To take all necessary actions to comply with 
the provisions of Chapter 43 of the Special 
Laws of Maine for 1927 relating to special 
assessments. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase bonds for the Tax Col- 
lector, Treasurer and Road Commissioner for 
the year 1960-1961. 

The Selectmen hereby give notice that they 
will be in session at the above named School 
Building at 9 o’clock in the forenoon of the 
day of said meeting, for the purpose of cor 
recting the list of voters.

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NOTICE 


Attention is called to Chapter 92, Vol. 3, Section 36 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, which provides that every taxpayer 
shall bring in a true list of polls and taxable property on 
April 1, 1961. A taxpayer who fails to do this is barred from 
making application for a reduction of his assessment or an 
abatement of his taxes for this year. 


The following extracts from current statutes are of interest 
and importance to all property owners in the Town: 


FIRE PERMITS 


SEC. 68-A It shall be unlawful for any person to kindle a 
fire for purpose of clearing land or burning logs, stumps, roots, 
brush, slash, field or dry grass, pasture and blueberry lands, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without obtain- 
ing a written permit. Requests for permits to burn under pro- 
visions of this section may be obtained from town fire wardens 
outside of the limits of the Maine Forestry District. 


SLASH AND BRUSH 


SEC. 83 and 86: Slash and brush which result from cutting 
forest growth must be disposed of, when within 50 ft. of any 
public highway; when within 25 ft. of the nearest edge of a 
right of way, of railroads, electric power, telegraph, telephone, 
and pipe lines; and when within 100 ft. from dwellings is so 
requested by the respective owners. 


BLASTING 


CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shali purchase, transport, or 
use explosives without first obtaining a written permit from 
the Town Fire Inspector. No person will be issued a permit 
under the provisions of this chapter who cannot comply with 
all pertinent sections thereof. No person will be issued a per- 
mit under this chapter who is under 21 years of age. Permits 
will be denied those persons who are not citizens of the United 
States.

Submitted herewith the first report of the 
Dedham Fire Department covering the per- 
iod 12 March 1960 through 15 February 1961. 


ALARMS: 


a Number of emergeney reports responded 
to was fifteen (15). 


b There were no false. alarms during this 
period. 


e Since all fire alarms were handled by the 
Lucerne-in-Maine Fire Department this past 
year, the details are not included in this re- 
port. ot 


LOSSES: 


a Property losses for the period of this re- 
port are distributed as follows, and are unof- 
ficially estimated to be; Lucerne-in- Maine, 
none. Town of Dedham, $250.00. It is eertain- 
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ly of importance to note that these extremely 
low property losses occurred during one of 
the worst fire seasons since the memorable 
1947 fires. 


b While there were no losses of life as a di- 
rect result of fire, one life was lost as a re- 
sult of a fatal accident at the Jellison Brook 
Bridge in the Green Lake area. 


EQUIPMENT: 


The fire equipment of the Town of Dedham 
was considerably augmented this past vear 
by the purchase of a 750 gallon, 6-wheel 
drive tank truck. This Air Force surplus 
truck valued at $11,000.00 was purchased for 
$100.00 through the Director, Civil Defense 
and Public Safety for Dedham.:Considerable 
work was done last fall to convert this vehicle 
to a more versatile piece of fire apparatus 
and much more remains to be done yet. How- 
ever, it is planned to have it in service for 
the approaching fire season. In addition to 
the apparatus referred to, there has been 
purchased a 32 ft. wood extension ladder, a. 
300 gal. per minute pump already installed 
in the aforementioned truck, 3 ten foot 
lengths of hard suction hose, plus many re 
quired accessories such as siren, flashing 
light, hand lanterns, nozzles, ete. Much of 
the present Forest Fire Equipment cur- 
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rently owned by the Town will be transfer- 
red to this apparatus thus making it capable 
of participating in the control of just about 
any type of fire we might be faced with, 


PERSONNEL: 


The department consists of a Chief, one Dep- 
uty Chief and two Captains. It is expected 
that two vacancies for Fire Lieutenants will 
be filled shortly. Since the membership drive 
is still underway at the writing of this re- 
port, no firm figures are available as to the 
number of firefighters. Tt is hoped that a total 
membership roster of at least twenty mem- 
bers can be reached and maintained. All of- 
ficers and potential members are currently 
undergoing instructional and familiarization 
classes at the Lucerne Fire Station, Every 
able bodied male resident of the Town of 
Dedham, who is interested in Serving as a 
volunteer firefighter, is weleome to attend 
these training sessions. The first Tuesday 
of each month has been tentatively selected 
as the department meeting night. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


It is recommended by the Chief of Depart- 
ment that all articles in the current Town 
Warrant pertaining to the Fire Depart- 
ment be given your favorable consideration 
The money asked for fire fighting purposes 
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is to defray the costs of Forest Fires and to 
pay for any outside equipment and assist- 
ance which may be employed. The funds 
asked for under operation and equipment 
is to finish equipping the Dedham Fire Truck, 
provide it with gas and oil, and keep it in 
repair, aS well as provide heat and lghts 
for the eventual place of housing. Also, it 1s 
necessary to adequately insure all firefight- 
ers, the apparatus, equipment, and drivers. 
It is necessary that we provide proper hous- 
ing, in the form of a fire station, for this valu- 
able equipment. Since it was purchased 
through CD, the State of Maine reserves the 
right to take the truck awav from us anvtime 
they find it not properly housed or maintain- 
ed. 


GHNERAL: 


The mutual interchange of fire equipment 
and assistanee, which has heretofore been 
in effect with the Lucerne-in-Maine Fire De- 
partment for 12 years, will continue as before. 
All fires and emergencies will continue to be 
reported immediately to Fire Headauarters. 
The number is 3-5831. Money has heen in- 
cluded in the operation and equipment bud- 
get to provide for two additional Red Net- 
work telephones in Dedham to supplement 
the three already in service in the Lucerne 
area. This should provide reasonably com- 
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plete coverage for reporting all emergencies. 
Your continued strict adherence to the stat- 
utes pertaining to fires and your loyal sup- 
port of your new fire department will go 
a long way toward making the coming years 
as free from fires as the one just passed.

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COMMENTS 


As measured by the change in unappropriat- 
ed surplus, the financial position of the town 1m- 
proved $4,464.72 as explained on Exhibit C. This 
gain 18 Independent and exclusive of the retire- 
ment of $3000.00 in outstanding bonds and serial 
notes Although already appropriated, and exelud 
ed from the surplus, the unused school funds de- 

creased by $1062.16. 


Noteworthy during the year was the final 
collection of the account receivable from a form- 
er tax collector, an account originated more than 
20 vears ago. At one time the amount due totaled 
$1604.17. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 


During the year the remainder of the obliga- 
tion due to the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corpor- 
ation, as set forth in the so-called ‘‘Court Judg- 
ment’’ was liquidated. The withholdings for the 
vear 1953-54, which accrued during the litigation 
proceedings, have not been provided for or paid. 
The balanve due to the Lucerne-in-Maine Village 
Corporation decreased $1,330.34 during the vear 
and now represents the following :-

CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 


The sum of $2,500.00 was raised for capital 
equipment purposes but was not invested as re- 
quired possibly because of contemplated early ex- 
penditure.

In the absence of necessary action a reserve 
for probable loss in uncollected personal property 
texes and tex mortgage liens on property of un- 
certein status hes heen set un. This procedure is 
to avoid over valuation of listed assets. 


TAX MORTGAGE LIENS IN ABEYANCE 


Certain tax mortgage liens are classified 
herein as held in abeyance for one or more of the 
following reasons: 


(a) Prior foreclosure of the Lucerne-in-Maine 
Village Corporation liens. 

(b) Error in property description. 

(c) Taxed to person deceased. 

(d) Taxed to ‘‘Estate’’, 


(e) Questionable title to property assessed. 
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Obviously a certain amount can be secured 
by supplementary action or a remotely possible 
compensation for the nuisance value may he re- 
ceived, however, there is a considerable variance 
in the value of the property involved which could 
make the wisdom of further action restricted to 

selected parcels of land. 


LAND ACQUIRED BY DEED 


This property represents an undivided thirty- 
five one hundredths interest in and to approxi- 
mately 974 acres in the former Hugo Kiski prop- 
erty and 830 of the lots in Breed’s Survey of 
Lucerne; the remaining interest is held by the 
Lucerne-in-M aine Village Corporation. The Hugo 
Kaiski property presents an unusual opportunity 
to hauidate the indebtednes of the Ministerial 
and School Fund without new taxation to the 
town’s inhabitants. 


FORECLOSED TAX MORTGAGE LIENS 
LUCERNE 


The value of the property involved is often 
indefinite. Following the settlement of indebted- 
ness to the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corpora- 
tion by transfer of land titles in 1947. there has 
been a steadv accumulation of new foreclosed 
tax hens. The majority of the properties thus 
acauired are encumbered by the foreclosed lens 
held by the Lueerne-in-Maine Village Corpora- 
tion on the same land and is thus not easily mar- 
ketable, The virtnsl absence of sales durine the 


past few vears indiestes the absence of a demand 
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which points up the need for an extensive con- 
solidation and separation of joint interest which 
could at least promote the utilization of the pro 
perty as forest land or to enable the town to take 
advantage of any other kind of opportunity. At 
present a large number of the properties are of 
very small size and the boundaries are economi- 
cally impossible to locate. The intermingled lo- 
cations and titles clearly indicate that practical- 
lv the onlv market and realistic value would first 
reauire an exchange of assets with the Lucerne- 
in-Maine Village Corporation. Under the present 
circumstances there is hoth a loss in tax revenue 
and a vearly accounting expense in the owner- 
ship of such properties.

For the first year since I have been your 
superintendent, I am happy to report the Ded- 
ham school is having an excellent year. We were 
able to obtain the services again of Mr. Robert 
Hudson, and together with Mrs. Magoon and 
Mrs. Gray, we have a fine staff. Mrs. Hall runs 
a superior lunch program, and we have two fine 
drivers in Elmer Gray and Elmer Alto. The lat- 
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ter also does our custodial work and minor re- 
pairs. 


Many minor repairs were made during the 
year. We also replaced the pump and had some 
difficulty with the well during the fall. The 
well seems to be all right at this writing, and it 
was the feeling of the school committee and the 
selectmen that we should continue to operate un- 
til the well bothers again.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE REPORT 
in Dedham for the Year 1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum 
total of the health of individuals and families 
living in a community. An organized program 
for public health is one that offers those indivi- 
duals and families every possible chance of liv- 
ing and enjoving life, free from the handicaps of 
preventable disease and disability. In more for 
mal terms, the objective of a public health pro- 
eram is to bring to all the people the benefits of 
modern medical and related sciences including 
the care and rehabilitation of the sick and dis- 
abled, the promotion of healthful living, and the 
prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the at- 
taining of this. objective. All together thev make 
up a “‘health team’’. The public health nurse is 
an essential member of this team. She shares in 
planning and action with other workers in the 
fields of health, education, and welfare; with 
physicians, hospitals, clinies; with school per- 
sonnel; with citizen groups. One of her important 
functions is coordination with the others involved 
to provide public health services to individuals, 
families and community. Citizens of the communi- 
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ty are also essential members of the health team. 
Alert to the health needs of their community, 
taking their share of responsibility to meet these 
needs, their contribution as health workers is 
indispensable to the effectiveness of the publie 
health program. A vital, dynamic, working 
“health team”’ in the local community strengthens 
the* public health not onlv of that community, 
but also of the State and the Nation. 


A summary of publie health nursing services 
to the Town of Dedham follows: 


During the past year health supervision 
ells have been made to infant, preschool and 
school children. 


Two Well Child Conferences were held dur- 
ing the summer with a total of thirty-nine chil- 
dren attending. Physical examinations were 
given and immunizations against poliomyelitis, 
whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus were 
available at that time. 


There is progress in your school health pro- 
eram. The school physical examinations includ- 
ing children in the fourth, seventh and eighth 
erades have been completed. Children in. the 
sub-primary class were given a hearing test by 
the Puretone Audiometer. Seventy children re- 
ceived their fourth poliomyelitis inoculation in 
January. Sodium fluoride applications for the 
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prevention of tooth decay were given to the chil- 
dren in the age groups recommended. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Health Council, school personnel and others who 
have helped to promote the health program.

The following extracts from current statutes are of interest 
and importance to all property owners in the Town: 


FIRE PERMITS 


SEC. 68-A It shall be unlawful for any person to kindle a 
fire for purpose of clearing land or burning logs, stumps: roots, 
brush, slash, field or dry grass, pasture and blueberry lands, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without obtain- 
ing a written permit. Requests for permits to burn under pro- 
visions of this section may be obtained from town fire wardens 
outside of the limits of the Maine Forestry District. 


SLASH AND BRUSH 


SEC. 83 and 86: Slash and brush which result from cutting 
forest growth must be disposed of when within 50 ft. of any 
public highway; when within 25 ft. of the nearest edge of a 
right of way, of railroads, electric power, telegraph, telephone, 
and pipe lines; and when within 100 ft. from dwellings is so 
requested by the respective owners. 


BLASTING 


CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shall purchase, transport, or 
use explosives without first obtaining a written permit from 
the Town Fire Inspector. No person will be issued a permit! 
under the provisions of this chapter who cannot comply with 
all pertinent sections thereof. Ni person will be issued a per- 
mit under this chapter who is under 21 years of age. Permits 
will be denied those persons who are not citizens of the United 
States.

The unappropriated surplus account reflects | 
a gain of $3,103.74 in the financial condition of 
the town; this favorable change is analyzed on 
the accompanying Exhibit C. This gain is in ad- 
dition to the retirement of $3,000.00 in serial 
obligations which, incidently, extinguished the 
remainder of the school construction bond issue, 
leaving only $6,000.00 in serial notes yet to be 
retired. Depending upon the viewpoint chosen 
by the taxpayers, the decrease of $4,244.02 in 
school balances can be construed either as a loss 
in resources or a gain from the temporary 1960 
halt in the steady rise of the tax rate. The bal- 
ance for High School Conveyance must be qual- 
fied by reason that obligation was probably in- 
eurred but not invoiced. Without definite evi- 
dence of an obligated amount we have not set 
up a corresponding Account Payable. 


The decrease of $4,192.10 in cash resources 
does not contradict the foregoing gain because 
the beginning balance included $2,500.00 of un- 
invested school bus funds in addition to the un- 
expended school balances. The cash is simply a 
medium of liquidation and was affected by the 
increase in the uncollected items that were origi- 
nally taxes, the increased accounts receivable 
and the decreased accounts payable.

Both the accounts receivable and payable 
pertain principally to the Lucerne-in-Maine Vil- 
lage Corporation and are more nearly compensat- 
ing than has been the case for many years. 


The book value of foreclosed tax mortgage 
liens continues to increase together with the at- 
tendent complications. This year our report in- 
eludes a detailed tabulation (including property 
description if upon plans of Breed’s Survey) of 
all such properties within the territorial limits 
of the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation. 
For reasons of economy such a supporting lst 
is not reproduced yearly although kept on file. 


The departmental operations reflect total 
overdrafts of $1,429.95 which occurred princi- 
pally in the highway department. The unexpend- 
ed balances totaled $2,441.04 which includes 
$450.00 for the sand spreader and $380.00 un- 
used by the Planning Board. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following combines our findings with 
reasons for our suggestions in respect to financial 
administration. 


Based upon the records of the Town Clerk 
the administration has been handicapped by cer- 
tain limitations in the legislative acts at the 
annual town meeting. This can result from oc- 
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casional omission from the warrant of the sub- 
ject to be voted upon, the brevity of budget com- 
mittee recommendations, a delay in actual re- 
cording of the vote and insufficient words being 
used. Dependence upon implication ean and has 
led to a variance in interpretation. 


The votes in respect to capital reserve have 
not always been satisfactory, however, in 1960 
there was a definite article to create a capital 
reserve for a school bus followed by an article 
which raised the funds, these procedures being 
correct in every way. This created an obligation 
to invest the amount raised despite an apparent- 
ly unwritten intent that it was to be expended 
in the near future. An additional amount was 
raised the following year but the bus was pur- 
chased without a vote of the town to expend the 
fund, which was simply following the intent but 
not the official records. This act was subsequent- 
ly ratified by vote of the town and our report 
considers the unexpended balance of $394.00 to 
remain a capital reserve together with a sug- 
gestion that it be promptly invested. In con- 
trast there was raised in 1960 a sum for the ‘‘ Fire 
Truck account of the Reserve Fund’’ but with- 
out a vote to create such a fund. The expendi- 
tures made have been ratified but the unexpend- 
ed balance is not classed as a capital reserve. 


The assumption that sums are being raised 


OO 
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and appropriated for the school lunch program . 
has an extremely limited foundation. The sources 
of revenue for the support of this program are 
clearly defined and do not include taxation. The 
nearest to this catagory would be a “ gift.’’. ‘The 
vote for educational purposes is for ‘‘support of 
schools’? without any reference whatever to a 
budget or a listing of purposes, therefore, it 
has been interpreted to mean for any purpose 
for which school funds can be expended. 
It was observed that at the annual town meeting © 
in 1956, a separate item in the warrant did name 
the school lunch program and taxation for this 
purpose did take place. The expenditures in re- 
cent years without a comparable vote leaves no 
alternative to a large accumulated overdraft. It 
is obviously contemplated that this program 
shall be self supporting without town taxation, 
the usual causes of a deficit being lower than 
average charge per pupil meal, too low a charge 
for non-student meals and the free meals fur- 
nished to children of indigent families. I+ would 
Seem proper, however, for the town to reimburse 
the school lunch program for any charge that 
can be made to charity accounts. 


It is obviously intended that in certain in- 
stances the unexpended balances of the prior 
year shall be made available in the current year 
and the subject is so mentioned in the budget 
committee recommendations. Our report is bas- 
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ed upon this intent although we regard the vote 
by the town as being unofficial because the un- 
expended balances have already lapsed to sur- 
plus. To accept the budget committee recom- 
mendations as stated in the articles as they now 
read, is to act on something that does not exist, 
hence, our suggestion that, although the budget 
committee can always use the amount of a pre- 
vious unexpended balance, the actual wording 
of the recommendations be an amount to be ap- 
propriated from surplus.

For the first year in the new School Union #88, I am hap- 
py to report that the Dedham School continues to furnish a well 
rounded education for all Dedham and Lucerne children. We 
were fortunate in having the services of Mr. Robert Hudson as 
Principal and teacher of the upper three grades.

Mrs. Evelyn Hall has continued to run an excellent high 
quality lunch program, and our fine bus drivers, Elmer Gray

Many repairs were made during the year. A new well had 
to be drilled and a deep-well pump purchased.

SERVICE REPORT 


Annual Report For Dedham 
January 1 through December 31, 1961 


Public Health Nursing has developed into a 
comprehensive program that emphasizes pre- 
vention of illness and deformity. Despite the 
erowing fund of medical knowledge and skill pre- 
ventable illness is still with us. There is a con- 
tinuing -need for community health education 
and participation in all public health programs. 


During the year health supervision calls 
have been made to expectant mothers, infants, 
pre-school and school children. 


In the spring two Well Child Conferences 
were held where physical examinations and im- 
munizations for whooping cough, diphtheria, te- 
tanus and poliomyelitis were available. 


Physical examinations were given to chil- 
dren in the fourth and seventh grades. This in- 
eluded a urine test for sugar. Topical Sodium 
Fluoride applications for the prevention of tooth 
decay were given to children in the grades as re- 
commended. In the spring forty - eight children 
were immunized with diphtheria and _ tetanus 
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vaccine and forty-six children received small- 
pox vaccinations in October. All children had 
their hearing tested by the Puretone Audiometer. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Health Council, school personnel and all who 
contributed to the success of the health program.

NOTICE 


Attention is called to Chapter 92, Vol. 3, Section 36 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, which provides that every taxpayer 
shall bring in a true list of polls and taxable property on 
April 1, 1963. A taxpayer who fails to do this is barred from 
making application for a reduction of his assessment or an 
abatement of his taxes for this year. 


The following extracts from current statutes are of interest 
and importance to all property owners in the Town: 


FIRE PERMITS 


SEC. 68-A It shall be unlawful for any person to kindle a 
fire for purpose of clearing land or burning logs, stumps, roots, 
brush, slash, field or dry grass, pasture and blueberry lands, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without obtain- 
ing a written permit. Requests for permits to burn under pro- 
visions of this section may be obtained from town fire wardens 
outside of the limits of the Maine Forestry District. 


SLASH AND BRUSH 


SEC. 83 and 86: Slash and brush which result from cutting 
forest growth must be disposed of when within 50 ft. of any 
public highway when within 25 ft. of the nearest edge of a 
right of way, of railroads, electric power, telegraph, telephone, 
and pipe lines; and when within 100 ft. from dwellings if so 
requested by the respective owners. 


BLASTING 


CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shall purchase, transport, or 
use explosives without first obtaining a written permit from the 
Town Fire Inspector. No person will be issued a permit under 
the provisions of this chapter who cannot comply with ali 
pertinent sections thereof. No person will be issued a permit 
under this chapter who is under 21 years of age. Permits will be 
denied those persons who are not citizens of the United States.

in accordance with vour request we have 
made a limited general post audit of the account- 
ing records of the Town of Dedham, Maine for 
the year ended February 15, 1962. Our examinat- 
ion and accompanying report was based upon the 
audit procedures recommended by The National 
Committee on Governmental Accounting and our 
understanding of the prescribed standards in- 
tended by Chapter 405, Section 26, of the 1957 
Public Law of Maine. 


We herewith submit our report consisting of 
exhibits and supporting schedules, together with 
such qualifications, analysis and recommendat- 
ions necessary to develop the purpose of a muni- 
cipal audit.

Based upon our examination and subject to

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COMMENTS 


There has been a reasonable financial gain 
from the operations of the year. In the depart- 
mental accounts the unexpended balances were 
£504.76 greater than the overdrafts. The retire- 
ment of $1,000.00 in notes payable is a further 
gain to the taxpayers. In the school department 
however, the resources declined $801.68. The sup - 
emental taxes were greater by $224.06 than the 
tax abatements. 


The need to create a new school union, of 
which the Town of Dedham is now a part, re- 
quired the attendant office facilities for which a 
room was already available but the equipment 
cost, shared by each town, is reflected in this years 
expenses. The share paid by the Town of Dedham 
was onlv 11.8% and the total not substantial. 
The Town of Dedham eanity in a newlv created 
pettv eash office fund of $100.44 is also 11.3% 
er 871.30. 


An unexpended balance in the school bus 
Capital Reserve was promptly deposited in a sav- 
ings bank; interest earnings of $11.58 have been 
edded to this fund. 


The overdraft of $1,289.31 for school repairs 
was caused by the expenditure of $1,409.90 to re- 
place the source of water supply. The possible 
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failure of the existing supply was foreseen but 
the necessarv financing had not been provided 
for 1f and when an emergency should exist. The 
amount raised for repairs at the 1962 annual 
town meeting contemplated only the future rou- 
fine requirements and is insufficient to over- 
come the deficit. The requirement that all school 
balances be carried forward can only mean that 
the voters must take the -necessary legislative 
action to finance this overdraft. 


An omission in the wording of monies raised 
for certain school purposes has raised the over- 
araft for the school lunch program to $1,868.77. 
Due to the limitation of the purposes for which 
State school funds can be expended, it is neces- 
sary to use some wording that will unmistakably 
designate what portion of the amount raised by 
the Town can be expended in like manner. It 1s. 
for this reason that separate votes have been 
taken for the school repairs, high school con- 
veyanece, new school equipment and (in 1956 and 
again in 1962) for the school lunch. The amounts. 
raised for the support of schools at the recent an- 
nual town meetings included sufficient in amount 
to provide for the school lunch program, there- 
fore, it would not have cost the taxpayer 
one bit more to have amended the article to read 
“te inelude the sum of $600.00 for the school 
lunch.’’ Wording that will clearly specify a- 
mounts for specific purposes is most important

to those who are charged with administration. 


The sale of tax acquired property was limit- 
ed to a single sale of $21.00 to one wishing to re- 
deem her former property. The potential value 
of such property cannot be realized without a 
more comprehensive policy being established by 
the voters. We recommend that such a policy be 
drafted and presented to the voters for considera- 
tion.

In Dedham for the Year 1962 


Public health nursing includes many com- 
munity services. The prime purpose is to find 
ways to help people obtain the best possible health 
for themselves and their children. 


Your public health nurse who is a member 
ot the staff of the Department of Health and Wel- 
fare, Division of Public Health Nursing has given 
the following nursing service in your town. 


Health supervision calls have been made to 
homes. The purpose of these visits varies accord- 
ing to the need. A visit may be made to discuss 
with parents the need of seeking medical advice, 
or to Instruct a mother In giving exercises recom- 
mended for a crippled child. Instruction in nurs- 
ing eare or help with a nutritional problem mav 
he the purpose of other visits in the home. 


In the spring three Well Child Conferences 
were held with thirty infants and preschool chil- 
dren attending. Health examinations were given 
and protection was offered against whooping 
eough, diphtheria, tetanus and pohomyelitis. 


Students in grades four and seven were ex- 
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amined at the school by a physician. In October 
Urea school children received protection 

igainst poliomyelitis. Plans are being made to 
hold a smalipox vaccination clinic sometime in 
the near future.

The following extracts from current statutes are of interest 
and importance to all property owners in the Town: 


FIRE PERMITS 


SEC. 68 — A It shall be unlawful for any person to kindle a 
fire for purpose of clearing land or burning logs, stumps, roots, 
brush, slash, field or dry grass, pasture and blueberry lands, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without obtain- 
ing a written permit. Requests for permits to burn under pro- 
visions of this section may be obtained from town fire wardens 
outside of the limits of the Maine Forestry District. 


SLASH AND BRUSH 


SEC. 838 and 86: Slash and brush which result from cutting 
forest growth must be disposed of when within 50 ft. of any 
public highway when within 25 ft. of the nearest edge of a 
right of way, of railroads, electric power, telegraph, telephone, 
and pipe lines; and when within 100 ft. from dwellings if so 
requested by the respective owners. 


BLASTING 


CHAP 85 RS 44: No person shall purchase, transport, or 
use explosives without first obtaining a written permit from the 
Town Fire Inspector. No person will be issued a permit under 
the provisions of this chapter who cannot comply with all 
pertinent sections thereof. No person will be issued a permit 
under this chapter who is under 21 years of age. Permits will be 
denied those persons who are not citizens of the United States.

In accordance with your request we have made a limited 
general post audit of the accounting records of the Town of 
Dedham, Maine, for the year ended February 15, 1963. Our 
examination and accompanying report was based upon the 
audit procedures recommended by The National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting and our understanding of the pre— 
scribed standards intended by Chapter 405, Section 26, of the 
1957 Public Laws of Maine. 


We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits and 
supporting schedules, together with such qualifications, analysis 
and recommendations necessary to develop the purpose of a 
municipal audit.

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COMMENTS 


The financial operations for the year can be considered 
as favorable, reflecting an increase of $1,253.50 in unappro— 
priated surplus and the usual $1,000.00 yearly reduction in long 
term indebtedness. The net departmental overdrafts of $2,— 
850.31 was the detrimental factor. This result was caused by 
the snow removal overdraft of $3.128.66, which is exceptional 
when ‘compared with an average overdraft of $300.83 during 
the previous five years. 


Although the value of the property generally known as 
tax acquired is measured only by the uncollected taxes and 
unredeemed tax mortgages, the actual market value of each 
parcel is not even estimated or given much consideration. It 
seems reasonable for the voters of the Town to require adverti- 
sing for sealed bids on improved property of substantial value 
but this policy is practically prohibitive when applied to un— 
improved land of less than one-half acre in which the Lucerne- 
in-Maine Village Corporation likewise has foreclosed tax 
mortgages. The long time virtual absence of such sales and 
the steady growth in the number of parcels becoming tax ac— 
quired indicates the failure of this policy. In addition to the 
small parcels there are lots of considerable acreage generally 
believed to be too unproductive of forest products to merit an- 
nual payment of taxes. Conversion of such property to a 
title held by the trustees of the Ministerial and School Fund 
would have advantages that merit consideration. 


The 1962 appropriation for State Aid Road Construction 
was not used and has been carried forward as available for 
future expenditures. The school department overdrafts for 
repairs and school lunch were practically unchanged, this de— 
partment as a whole ending with $88.79 less net overdraft than 
at the beginning of the year. The school department share of 
the 1962 tax levies (for the Town departmental Services) was 
approximately 53% compared with 38% five years ago. In 
comparison with other municipalities both of these percentages 
can be considered as both moderate and satisfactory.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


IN DEDHAM FOR THE YEAR 1963 


The public health nurse is a member of a health team 
working to promote community health. In her work emphasis 
is placed on the promotion and maintenance of health, and the 
prevention of disease. 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided the following pub- 
lic health nursing services in Dedham during the year 1963. 


Home visits were made to infants, preschool, and school 
children for the purpose of discussing problems pertaining to 
correction of defects, nutrition or other pertinent health pro- 
blems. 


Visits were made to the school to confer with teachers 
regarding health needs or individual problems. Physical ex— 
aminations were given to children in grades four, and seven 
by a physician. The Mantoux test for tuberculosis was given 
to children in the sub-primary, first and seventh grades. After 
the diagnosis of cases of hepatitis, it was felt advisable to give 
the school children gamma _ globulin inoculations. The hear— 
ing of children in grades one, three, five and seven was tested 
on the Puretone Audiometer. 


Three Well Child Conferences were held in the spring. 
Thirty-five infant and preschool children attended. These 
Conferences provided an opportunity for children to receive a 
physical examination, and protection against whooping cough, 
diphtheria, tetanus, poliomyelitis, and smallpox. 


I wish to thank all who have cooperated, and worked so 
earnestly to promote the health program in Dedham.

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COMMENTS 


An outstanding feature of your balance sheet is the creation 
of a Capital Reserve for a school building addition, the source 
of revenue being the entire amount of the excise tax collection. 
Another feature is the relatively small decline in the cash bal- 
ance and in the unappropriated surplus despite the diversion of 
the excise tax monies to a savings bank account. In the debt 
fund the annual payment of $1,000.00 on the outstanding serial 
notes has reduced this indebtedness to only $3,000.00. 


It has been the usual practice to allow the excise tax revenue 
to lapse to surplus, the effect being to compensate for over-— 
drafts and to supply the cash for the amounts authorized at 
annual meeting by the voters to be expended from surplus. A 
portion left over has gradually improved the cash position to 
an amount that can be considered reasonably adequate, but not 
excessive or sufficient to eliminate borrowing in anticipation cf 
taxes. It was observed that collections this year have reduced 
the tax and other outstanding receivables approximately $1,675.- 
00, which is one good reason why the cash did not show a pro- 
nounced decline. From your past experience it would seem that 
a portion of excise tax revenue could be used to hold the cash 
position steady with the balance used to provide reserves, re— 
duce debt, eliminate overdrafts or other purposes favorable to 
the tax rate. 


We would suggest that the tax anticipation borrowing fol— 
low the conventional interest saving principals instead of bor- 
rowing for a fixed period of time. Your town is the only one 
we have known that still uses a system fairly common two de- 
eades ago but now extremely rare:

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES 


IN DEDHAM FOR THE YEAR 1964 


Your public health nurse carries on a community wide pub- 
lic health nursing program. She is concerned with the total 
family group and her aim is to help each individual member 
maintain maximum health. 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided the following pub- 
lie health nursing services in Dedham during the year 1964 


Health supervision visits were made to expectant mothers, 
infants, preschool and school children for the purpose of dis- 
cussing health problems and individual health needs. In the 
spring three Well Child Conferences were held. Physical ex- 
aminations were given and protection was offered against whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria, tetanus, and poliomyelitis. 


Several visits were made to the school to confer with teachers 
regarding the health program and individual needs. Physical 
examinations were given to children in grades four and seven. 
The Mantoux test for tuberculosis was given to children in the 
sub-primary and seventh grades. The hearing of children in 
grades one, three, five and seven was tested on the puretone 
Audiometer. Protection against diphtheria and tetanus was of- 
fered to children in grades four through seven. In November 
smallpox vaccine was offered to all school and preschool child- 
ren. A. high percentage of the school children received this 
protection. 


Home visits were made to adults to stress the importance of 
regular medical supervision and to discuss pertinent health pro- 
blems.

dred seventy-five received inoculations at that time.

Your Attention is Called to New and Revised Laws Enacted by 
the 102nd Legislature 


Due to limited space only those that will affect most of you arei 

being summarized at this time. The title, chapter and section 

numbers are being given but exact wording has been substituted 
by a general meaning of these laws. 


TITLE 12, Chapter 215, sub-chapter 5, Section 1355; 


This law states that any town allowing dumping to continue 
on Town dumps closed by the State because they do not meet 
clearance regulations will lose the Town’s right to State reim- 
bursement of 1% the costs of control of any escape fire from 
this dump during time of closure. This is up to 1% of State’s 
valuation of the town. 


TITLE 12, Chapter 215, sub-chapter 7, Section 1456-A; 


This states no equipment for producing power shall be oper- 
ated in or near woodland without approved spark arresters or 
mufflers. This applies to chain saws, tractors, either manu- 
factured or home-made, or other equipment. 


TITLE 12, Chapter 215, sub-chapter 9-A, Section 1580; 


This law prohibits a wood lot owner from allowing the woods 
roads used to cut and market wood products from becoming 
obstructed by new growth or any other material after they have 
been abandoned or discontinued. This does not prohibit the 
owner from using a chain, cable or gate at the entrance to 
such roads to keep out trespassers. 


TITLE 12, Chapter 215, sub-chapter 11, Section 1653; 


Any person who wilfully or negligently causes a fire which 
burns forest, brush, grass or other lands or who fails to take 
proper action to control a fire on his own land shall be liable 
to the State or Town for up to $500.00 of the suppression costs. 
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TITLE 25, Chapter 317, Section 2436-A; 


This sets up control of debris burning when the ground is NOY 
covered with snow. Debris may be burned out of doors only be- 
tween the hours of 5 PM and 12 midnight unless you have an 
approved incinerator or a special burning permit from your 
Town Forest Fire Warden or Fire Chief. 

Incinerator approval may be obtained from your Town Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Chief. To meet approval incinerators 
must be tight containers with 1 inch holes for draft not more 
than a foot from the bottom of the container. Top must be 
tightly covered while burning with mesh or equivalent with 
holes % inch or smaller. Incinerator is to be set in center of 
a circle 10 ft. in diameter and cleared to mineral soil. Pres- 
surized cans shall not be burned and fires shall not be left un- 
attended. (Note: Permits for burning slash, brush, blueberry 
land or fields of dry grass must be obtained for any time of 
day.) 


DEFINITIONS: Slash, branches, bark, tops, chunks, cull logs, up- 
rooted stumps and broken or uprooted trees and shrubs left on 
the ground as a result of logging, right of way construction, 
maintenance, etc. Debris; any manufactured product, house- 
hold rubbish, hay or other vegetative accumulations or ma- 
terials not included under slash.

The outstanding features of your financial transactions are 
the leveling off tendency in educational costs and the absence 
of special appropriations for some particular purpose. Combined 
with the steady, if not rapid, increase in property valuation the tax 
rate is likewise holding steady and promises a decrease for 1955. 
The debt fund has decreased to $2,000.00 with the final retire- 
ment schedule for 1966. 


The appropriation for snow removal and sanding was $4- 
000.00 in 1959 and has been $3,500.00 in each of the following 
five years although costs are known to be increasing. During 
the first three years of this period the average overdraft was 
cnly $335.00 which was followed in 1962-63 by the unforgetable 
snow fall that contributed to an overdraft of $3,128.66. During 
the last two years, without such an extreme in circumstances, 
the overdrafts average 1,822.00 which suggests that the general 
tendency to contract for snow removal merits consideration. Un- 
der such circumstances a budget committee can make a much 
closer estimate of costs. 


The overdrafts for school lunch and school building repairs 
continue to be without serious consideration in the annual ap- 
propriations for education. It would seem proper to provide, in 
the articles to be voted upon at annual meeting, a definite op- 
portunity for the voters to extinguish these overdrafts from un- 
appropriated surplus. Because the beginning balance is always 
a factor in the new money to be raised by taxation, the removal 
of these overdrafts would (for one year only) reduce the tax re- 
quirements. It would also be consistent with current practice 
elsewhere to limit the use of school lunch funds to specific pur- 
poses such as a portion of the salary cost. Actually a portion of 
unexpended funds now in the school lunch program could be 
town, funds, the amount being most difficult to determine or to 
fix the responsibility pertaining thereto.

Mrs. Celia Gray returned to teach the first three grades this 
year and there were 18 new children in the Kindergarten this 
year. This large class was not anticipated and there were 37 
children in this room when school opened. Your Committee 
moved this group into the large room and assigned the Teacher's 
Aide to help full time on the days the Kindergarten attends 
school. Both Mrs. Gray and Mrs. Campbell have had to work 
very hard to give this large group a strong preparation. 


Mrs. Nellie Magoon returned to teach the middle grades 
after a year off with illness and she has continued to teach as 
well as she did in previous years. 


Mr. Hudson has continued to run a good school and, along 
with the other teachers, has had to use extra effort to introduce 
the Modern Mathematics this year. 


A survey showed that there will be over fifteen children 
starting school next fall in the Kindergarten so this will make 
a total of over thirty in the first two grades. Your school com- 
mittee has decided to have the Kindergarten and First Grade 
in one room next year with the Kindergarten attending full 
time. This will mean that the middle grade teacher will have 
to teach Grades Two, Three and Four and the upper grade teach- 
er Grades Five, Six and Seven 


If the entering classes continue to be as large as they have 
the past two years, Dedham will have to begin thinking about 
building more classrooms or sending more children out of town 
in the near future. 
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A large amount has been budgeted for next year under 
high school transportation. The Dedham bus has been picking 
Holden students up on the way to Brewer in the morning and 
Holden has been bringing Dedham students back in the after- 
noon. There will be such an increase in high school students 
next year it is possible that both towns will have to make two 
trips each day to prevent overloading. 


Your committee has recommended to the budget committee 
that the older bus be traded before next year. The cost of 
keeping this bus in good condition thas increased greatly over 
the past two years and they want to be sure that the bus travel— 
ing the mountain roads is always in the best of condition. 


_ The interior of the school was completely painted during the 
summer and winter vacations. Mr. and Mrs. Alto should be com- 
mended for a job well done. 


The area in front of the school was tarred and other minor 
repairs made to the building.

‘Total Recommended Appropriation 1966-67 $ 21300.00 


The reason for the large balance this year was due mainly 
to more children moving into the Lucerne area than was antici- 
pated. This caused the Lucerne Tuition to be much higher than 
the estimate for the year. This will mean that the local appro— 
priation will be about $3,000 less than last year. 


In closing, I would like to thank the teachers, the non-teach- 
ing personnel and parents for their cooperation during the past 
year.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES 


IN DEDHAM FOR THE YEAR 1965 


Your public health nurse is concerned with any health 
problem that effects the well being of the individual, the family 
and the community. She is interested in the prevention of ill- 
ness and the promotion of health. 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, rendered the following public 
health nursing services to Dedham during the year 1965. 


Health supervision visits have been made to expectant 
mothers, infants, pre-school and school children to discuss healtn 
problems and to interpret any medical recommendations. 


In the spring two Child Health Conferences were held. 
Physical examinations were given and protection was offered 
against whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, poliomyelitis and 
smallpox. 


Visits have been made to the school to confer with teachers 
about individual health problems. Physical examinations were 
given to children in grades four and seven. The Puretone Audio- 
meter was used to test the hearing of the children in grades 
one, three, five and seven. The Mantoux test for tuberculosis 
was given to children in the sub-primary and seventh grades. 


The Sodium Fluoride treatment for the prevention of tooth 
decay was given to children in the age groups recommended. 


Home visits to adults have been made to stress the im— 
portance of medical supervision to interpret medical recommen- 
dations.

The substantial improvement in your cash position and 
the gain in unappropriated surplus, can in part be attributed 
to the unexpended departmental balances of $3,684.92, in con- 
trast to overdrafts of only $518.50. This gain includes the re- 
covery of prior years pauper charges in the sum of $660.89. 
The fiscal year closing on February 1st, instead of the custom- 
ary February 15th, caused a decrease in excise tax revenue. 
Although snow removal costs are too variable to interpret 
conclusively, the decrease in this respect of $2,180.16 compar- 
ed with the previous year can in part be due to fewer payrolls. 
As could be expected, the taxes receivable reflect a moderate 
increase but certainly not unfavorable under the circumstan- 
ces. 


New tax lien mortgage foreclosures concerned only one 
new property outside, and only seven inside, the territorial 
limits of the Village Corporation, with none of them being of 
significant value. There was very little sales activity, one 
being held in abeyance for the reason of an unsupported 
right to sell, now in process of correction. The precedure of 
asking for sealed bids limited solely to property on which 
offers have already been made, has proved to be without 
merit and has been a source of annoyance. It is suggested 
that bids be requested on all properties early in the year; all 
such properties were listed complete in the audit report for 
the year ended February 15, 1961 with the changes listed in 
each subsequent report, thus forming a source of refererce. 
There are many instances wherein an exchange of equity with 
the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation would eliminate 
joint ownership and consolidate areas into marketable use 
instead of areas too small to be of more than minor value, 
if any. 


In view of the present favorable cash position, it is 
recommended that an appropriation be made from surplus 
to repay the long outstanding debt to the Ministerial and 
School Fund and for the trustees of this fund to invest the pro- 
ceeds in a savings account, The yearly interest earned will 
be credited to education, for the same reason that the present 
money now being raised each year by taxation is credited 
thereto. Such an investment would eliminate the nuisance of 
this yearly article to be voted upon.

Mrs. Celia Gray returned to teach the first two grades 
and has done an. excellent job of preparing her class of 28 
Kindergarten and Grade One pupils. 


Because the primary grades were so large it was necess- 
ary to give the other two teachers three grades each and to 
continue sending the eighth grade into Brewer. 


Mrs. Alice Christiansen replaced Mrs. Nellie Magoon in 
the middle grades and has proved to be a very capable first- 
year teacher with her 30 pupils in Grades ised 


Mr. Hudson returned as Principal and teacher of Grades 
5 — 7. The original purpose of sending the eighth grade to 
Brewer was so the upper grade teacher would have more 
time to work with just two grades. This year with three upper 
grades Mr. Hudson has had to work very: hard and could 
_spend only a third: of his time with each ‘ grade anstead of 
fifty percent last year with two grades. fet 


Dedham is faced with crowded classrooms next year in 
both the middle and upper grade rooms. Something has to.be 
done as when students go over the thirty pupil average per 
‘teacher there can.be a ten percent loss in state subsidy. 


Your school committe has been considering this problem 
since last fall and there are several possibilities. 


1. Children can be crowded into three rooms and give 
them a sub par education which nobody wants. 


2, The seventh grade could be sent to Brewer, if they have 
room there, at a cost of $370.00 each for 13 students or a total 
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of $4,810.00. This could involve more transportation cost as 
Dedham people have been willing to get their own eighth 
grade children to the high school bus but could demand trans- 
portation for the younger seventh graders. Sending out two 
grades would still mean one elementary teacher would have 
to have three grades. 


3. A room can be added and another teacher hired. This 
would make two grades in each room and the eighth grade 
would continue to have the advantages of a departmentalized 
junior high system at Brewer. Because of the design of the 
building it may be wiser to construct two rooms and this 
would leave the large room available for lunches, library, 
and other purposes. Your committee has asked the selectmen 
to place an article in the Town Warrant to see if the people 
desire to add on to their school. The decision will be yours to 
make at Town Meeting this year. 


Dedham was forced to have two trips a day to Brewer 
High School as the Holden bus became so overcrowded the 
two towns could not share buses. The new 1967 Chevrolet 
bus ordered in June of 1966 arrived February 15, 1967, and is 
now in use. The shortage of steel, due to the demand by the 
government, is causing about a six months delay in bus bod- 
ies. The transportation budget has had to be increased to 
cover this second high school trip. The selectmen will dispose 
of the old bus. 


The modern lights installed in the school last summer 
have given the children much better lighting in all rooms. 
There has been a reduction of $72.00 in the electrical bills in 
the first six months of operation of these lights. 


The committee has asked for an increase of $ 400.00 in the 
school lunch appropriation for next year, All towns are feeling 
the loss of over 30 percent in federal foods over the past 
school year and there is going to be less this year. It is hoped 
this increase will be enough so fishing breakfasts, etc. will not 
have to be put on by Mrs. Hall to keep the lunch program in 
the black. Mrs. Hall will be cooking next year for over the 
73 pupils recommended by the state for one worker. Money is 
budgeted under equipment for a large mixer and salad maker 
and the P. T. A. is considering the purchase of a potato 
peeler to help Mrs. Hall until there are enough additional 
children to warrant a helper.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


IN DEDHAM IN THE YEAR 1966 


The objective of a public health nursing program is to 
bring to all people in the community the benefits of modern 
medical and related sciences including prevention and con- 
trol of disease, promotion and maintenance of health, and 
care and rehabilitation of the sick and disabled. Public Health 
Nursing is one of the basic community services essential to 
achieve this objective. 


Your public health nurse, Mrs. Leneita Butler, a member 
of the staff of the Division of Public Health Nursing, rendered 
the following types of Service in Dedham until she retired in 
June, 1966. 


Health supervision visits were made to expectant moth- 
ers, infants, preschool and school children for the purpose of 
discussing normal growth and development, and pertinent 
health problems. 


Physicial Examinations and necessary immunizations 
were given to pre-school children who attended the two Child 
Health Conferences held in the spring. 


In the school health program, examinations for students 
in fourth and seventh grades were given. To continue an eval- 
uation of those children who may have been exposed to tuber- 
culosis, the Mantoux test was done on those in sub-primary 
and seventh grades. The Puretone audiometer was used to 
test the hearing of all students in second, fourth, sixth and 
eighth grades. 


We thank the school personnel, and those who have helped 
with a health program in Dedham. It is hoped we will soon 
have another public health nurse to plan with you for a good 
health program.

The land shall be devoted exclusively to municipal pur-

Town of Dedham, the scenic and other value of tree- 
growth is of vital importance, provided however, that if 
the provisions and full meaning and intent of Chapter 84, 
Section 22-28, both inclusive, of the 1944 Revised Statues of 
Maine, as Amended, are in full force and effect and the 
silvicultural practices under the supervision of a duly ap- 
pointed and authorized forester are satisfactory to both 
the Town of Dedham and the Lucerne-in-Maine Village 
Corporation, the aforesaid restrictions shall be held sub- 
ordinate thereto and there shall be permitted the sale, ex- 
change or such other use of land that carries out the maj- 
ority will of present or future inhabitants that may be 
interested. Shall be discharged of any force and effect it 
may now or hereafter have.

An additional source of satisfaction can be found in the final pay- 
ment made on the serial indebtedness for school construction., 
thus leaving the town free from debt, exclusive of accounts pay- 
able and the unpaid borrowing from the Ministerial and School 
Fund. 


It was observed that uncollected taxes show a decrease of 
more than $1,400.00 when compared with the amount uncollected 
one year ago. An even more favorable comparison can be made 
by reference to uncollected balances of certain other years. A 
decrease of $260.01 was noted in unredeemed tax lien mortgages, 
the total reaching a new ten year low in amount. The extent of 
tax titles, however, has steadily become greater. 


Without any change whatsoever in the policy of valuation, 
the tax rate has steadily declined over the past six years to a new 
low of only 90 mills. This rate compares with a ten year average 
of 102.5 mills. A rebound to at least an average rate would not be 
abnormal. The taxable valuation, based upon assessors policy, 
has grown in the past ten years from $496,777.00 to $587,841.00. 


The change one year ago to close the fiscal year on February 
1st instead of the customary date of February 15, is consistent 
with the current trend among towns toward allowing more time 
for preparing and printing the town report. The school depart- 
ment has not followed this change in dates, therefore, the con- 
tinuing balances in this department as herein reported are the 
result of paying 26 payrolls that are dated from February 25, 1966 
through February 17th in 1967. The computation of the partici- 
pation taxes due to the Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation can- 
not be made until the tax collector has the required time to ac- 
count for tax collections through the closing date. The February 
ist date, therefore, must be interpreted according to the foregoing 
circumstances.

Mrs. Celia Gray returned to teach the first two grades and 
has worked very hard to give all her children a good start in 
school. Mary Dresser has helped her on days the Kindergarten 
attended. 


Mrs. Alice Christiansen is completing her second year in 
Dedham and has had a room of 32 pupils in three grades. Ellen 
Campbell and Mary Dresser have helped her with some of the 
routine duties and she has been managing to prepare all her 
children well. 


Robert Hudson resigned in December to attend the University 
of Maine where he will complete his degree work. Janice Gray 
substituted in the upper grade room until February when we 
were able to hire James Maren of Florida, who is nearing com- 
pletion of his education at Washington Teachers College. 


It was through no fault of your school committee that the two 
rooms were not constructed last summer. ‘An Architect was hir- 
ed right after town meeting last March and it was the intention to 
start construction in June. Complete plans were not ready until 
the middle of August and these were not approved by the various 
state departments until well into October. Prices were obtained 
from contractors last summer and these are being reviewed so 
that construction can begin this spring. The second teachers’ 
aide was put on to help this year only and will not be needed 
when there are two grades to a teacher. 


There will be an increase of almost $13,000. in the total pro- 
posed appropriation for the next year compared to last year. This 
is caused by a drop of over $3,000. in state subsidy, an increase of 
over $6,000. in tuition costs, an additional teacher, slight in- 
creases to cover the operation of a larger building and funds 
to cover the overdraft. The unexpected increase of $100 per 
pupils at Brewer caused a large overdraft in secondary tuition.
